The tact that Viscount Grey 
has consented to go to Washing- 
ton to deal expressly. with ques- 
tions arising ont of peace, p- ndicg 
the appointment of a permanant 
Ambassador, will have been read 
with feelings of general satisfac- 
tion throughout the Empire. The 
Hovse of Commons hailed the 
announcement with marked 
cordiality, and Mr. Bonar Law 
struck the right note when: he 
expressed the Government's view 
that Lord Grey's patriotic action 
would’be of the highest value 
in its influence .on the 
relations between, the two 
Governments and peoples.' The 
word “patriotic” is well used in 
this connection, for mot men 
placed in Lord Grey’s circum- 
“stances would “lie back” and take 
things ¢asy rather than engage 
in work which is bound ,t of 
an arduous nature. This patriotic 
statesman suffers from- the dis- 
ability of being almost blind, but,

is stll anxious to serve his 
country. He is perhaps our most 
enthusiastic. supporter of the 
League of Nations, and. will 
therefore find a warm, welcdme 
among those Americans’ who 
realise that the future peace of 
the world depends on the 
successful working of that great 
experiment. He showed _ great 
tact and diplomacy as Foreign 
Minister‘ when war broke, out 
and strove might’-and main to 
prevent the upheaval. Had he 
been listened to, war could have 
averted. Ina time of crisis: he 
served his. nation well; he will 
now serve the Empire in calmer 
and better days.

This ~” méans 
that Jewish seers, trom 
Abram to Ezra, were: inspired 
by the Holy Spirit to change the 
old traditions they Had brought 
from Babylon, to cress out the 
false polytheism of those legends, 
and to teach in Genesis I-XT that 
‘there is One God, before all 
things, whois the first Cause of 
all things; that He is good, who 


made all things good; that. sin is. 


heinous, being man’s rev ovit from. 
God; and that man istonsequent- 
ly in real need of Divine’. Grace 
and pardon. 5 

This is the Inspiration of the. 
Old Testament, for if oné searches 
contemporary records of Babylon, 
Egypt,Greece and Rome) India 
or China, one*does not find any 
similarly pure and incontestably 
trne teaching about "God and 
Man,.and their relations with 
one another. ‘If~ all truth 
comes" from God; ,if . Con- 
fucius, Shakespeare and all the 
world’sartists wereinspired: what 
shall we say of this people of 
Israel to whose seers in the 
course of centuries was revealed 
by the Holy Spirit this True 
Religion which. is becoming the. 
whole World's hope? “te 

The stories of Genesis 1-XI 
of The Creation, the Fall 
of " Man,” Cain,. and “Abel, 
The Flood’ and The Tower 
of Babel—-we now’ ‘see’ to be 
primitive traditions .like that 
which all nations form ina their 
childhood. They are similar and 
Yet contradictory to other tradi- 
tions, and they even contradict 
themselves, as we have seen in| 
the order of Creation as related 
in the first two chapters of 
Genesis. Moder Science has 
tanght us that they are 
not to be ‘considered as 
historical facts, as the “world 
was not made in seven days 
and the Flood and Ark and the 
Tower of Babe! are prehistoric 
myths. They » are like the 
parables of Christ. - Whether such 
stories’. are true or not, the 
religious and even the moral 
lessons “remain the same. The 
Bible is not intended to teac 
Science. It does teach Religion, 
and‘itsteaching about God, man 
and_sin in Genesis is the greatest 
revelation of religious truth ever 
given to men.. . 

The question is sometimes ask- 
ed by those’ of little faith: What 
advantage accrues from the Old 
Testament? In the first’ place 
we reply that Truthshould be our 
main objective, even if it means 
changing our most cherished 
convictions about the Serpent, the 
Animalsin the Ark and the Town 
of Babel. Again, itis like a new 
revelation to-have our thoughts 
raised from,such parabolic stories 
to the inner truths ofthe -person- 
ality and unity and‘ goodness of 
God, the fact of a First Cause, and 
the fali of the first man, (who- 
ever he was and whenever he was 
first evolved) and the need “of 
Divine grace and salvation. The 
old views are not only unscientific 
and out of date, but they bind -oa 
as’ a burden which,neither our 
fathers nor we were able to bear. 
The clergy have not preached 
the views of scholard with much 
definiteness, preferring ‘to wait 
until agreement between scholars 
had beon attained. But it isa 
question, now’ that the main 
results of Old Testament research 
have been generally accepted, 
the clergy do . not. fear 
to _-offend - the: feelings 
of the.older members’ of their 
flocks.
